To THe Eorror or THe “JarPan MAtL.’’ 

Sia.—In your issue of yesterday is published: 
another letter by the person who arrogates to 
‘imself. the position of censor on the subject of 
Chinese Characters.” I would not take the 
trouble to reply to his puerilities, were it not that, 
as he has already had three opportunties of expres- 
ing his views, it ts, with your kind permission, my 
right to have the last word.

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INDUSTRY IN FAPAN.

One of the problems brought into prominence 
by the recent war and the annexation of For- 
mosa to Japan, is the camphor industry. It 
is a problem in which Japanese and foreigners 
are interested ; the former, because, owing to the 
steadily increasing demand for camphor in Europe 
and America, and the equally steady decline of 
the panonene supply, they are anxious to turn to 
the fullest possible account the camphor- producing 
capacities of the newly acquired territory, the 
ouly place outside Japan where camphor can be 
cultivated: the latter because they apprehend 
that the supply having now fallen wholly under 
the control of one nation, whereas formerly it was 
in the hands of two competitors, the market will 
be completely at the mercy of the monopolist. 


The supply of camphor in the interior of Japan 
is now indeed in a. deplorable condition, for.so 
ruthlessly have the precious trees been felled that 
few, if any, are to be found in private ownership, 
Those thai still remain are in State forests, but 
even there the danger of extermination threatens, 
owing to the fact that the value of the trees 
prompts clandestine felling on a large scale. - 

The tree (Curnamomum Camphora, Nees) has 
peculiar habits. It grows only in certain locali- 
ties facing south and within reach of sea air, where 
the average annual temperature is above 15° C, 
Thus, even in Japan, it can be cultivated only in 
Shikoku, Kiushu, and a limited part of Kii and 
Izu; that is to say, only in districts situated within 
10° to 36° north latitude, 

It attains the greatest size of any tree in Japan, 
specimens being frequently found that measure 
above 40 ft. in circumference. Such grand trees 
are to be seen chiefly in the precinets of shrines, 
on which account they are sometimes called Shin- 
boku (sacred trees). The tree being of compara- 
tively slow growth (from 4 to 14 inches in circum- 
ference annually, according to soil, cultivation, 
and so forth), the people of Tosa, where it is 
largely grown, are wont to say that its value in- 
creases at the rate of one yes a year. It is in truth 
the most precious and genre tree in Japan, 
for even if the price of camphor be estimated 
at 30 yes per picul, or less than a third of the 
price now ruling, the yield from 1 cho (2} acres) 
of land does not fall below 10,000 yen a year, 
after the trees have attained to a suitable size.

Of the two, the former is generally considered to 
contain a higher percentageol camphor. Speaking 
generally, the percentage vacies considerably ac- 
cording to locality, soil, age, and also in different 
partsotthe same tree, The root and stump contain 
the highest percentage, and tlie yi es less 
the higher the section taken, to the fact that 
the older the tree the greater the amount of cam- 
phor it contains, formerly, when the demand for this 
article was still comparatively limited and market 
prices were low, only trees 80 years of age 
were used, and even then only the stump and the 
stem up to the first branch together with such por- 
tion of the roots as could be easily dug-ont, were 
taken. Subsequently, however, as prices rose and 
the materical became scarce, the tree was consi- 
dered to have attained a suitable age even whien its 
rings counted less than forty, and morever, not only 
the small branches, but ultimately even the leaves 
were used for extracting camphor. In the case 
of a tree several centuries old, the bark becomes 
covered with a white depositiof camphor exuding 
from the wood of the trunk, | 

It is not clear how far back the manufacture 
of camphor dates in Japan. There are reasous 
for believing, however, that the industry was 
‘carried on in very remote times, and that the 
processes were imported from either China or 
Korea, In Tosa and Sakuma the manufacture 
used to be, and still is, most extensive. There, 
as also in other camphor districts, rigid re- 
gulations were enforced in pre- Restoration days for 
the protection of the trees. Any one clandestinely 
felling a tree, whether in a government or a private 
forest, was liable to severe punishment, exile, or 
even death being at times inflicted, according to 
the gravity of the offence. About 180 years ago, 
the feudal chief of Satsuma conceived the idea of 
carrying on camphor manufacture as an official 
business, and, during more than one century from 
that time, 120,008 catties of crude camphor were 
sent every year to Nagasaki. It is said that the 
business yielded a net profit of about 1,000 ryo per 
annum, 


Old as the manufacture is, the process is still 
primitive and admits of ‘considerable improve- 
ment. In almost all the camphor districts the 
same methods are pursued. Abundance of 
water being a necessity, a site in the vicinity 
of a river is chosen, and a furnace is built of 
stone or brick, -Upon it is placed an iron pot 
measuting, in general, 2.7 feet in diameter and 
1.5 feet in depth. Over this pot is'set a wooden 
cask, 3.8 feet deep and 2.6 feet in diameter at 
the lower end, and 1.2 feet at the top. The 
cask has no bottom but rests on a perforated 
board that serves at the same time as a cover for 
the pot. In the lower part of the cask a bamboo 
pipe is fixed to regulate the amount of water in 
the pot. After the cask has been set in position, 
it is plastered with clay to a thickness of about an 
inch, then tied round with ropes, and again plaster- 
ed with clay. On a somewhat elevated spot, 
separated from the cask by a distance of frem 5 
to 7 feet, cooling receptacles, two in number and 
one within the other, are placed. These are made 
of pine, and are rectangular in shape, the lower 
measuring 6 feet by 3 feet with a depth of 6 inches, 
and the upper being somewhat smaller. The 
latter is separated horizontally into two compart- 
ments, the higher for receiving water thai flows 
from a bamboo projecting over it, the lower for 
receiving the volatilized camphor steaming from 
the cask. In this lower compattment pieces of 
board, five to ten in number, are fixed cross- 
wise, and in the upper is a small bamboo pipe 
through which water ts passed to regulate (he tem- 
perature of the furnace. Finally, a bamboo tube 
connects the upper part of the cask with the 
upper compartment of the cooling receptacle. 
There is no division of labour: the man that 
chops the camphor chips and brings them from 
the forest is the same that manages the furnace. 


‘The chips are small—1} inches wide and about 
} inch thick—and care is taken to cut them across 
the grain. About 30 Awamme (250 Ibs.) of chips 
can be cut by an ordinary workman between 
morning to evening, They are packed closel 
into the cask from above. Water is then al- 
lowed to flow into the pot through the pipe from 
the cooling receptacle ; when the pot is full the cask 
is closed with a furnace lid over which clay isthicke - 
ly plastered: The fire is now lit, and kept burning 
strongly until steam is seen to issue from the pipe 
fixed in the upper compartment of the cooling re- 
ceptacle, whereupon the fire is reduced, and a 
quantity of fagots sufficient to keep it burning 
slowly throughout the night is thrown in, the mouth 
of the furnace being then closed with stonés so that 
only a small opening is left. This partial closing 
of the mouth of the ace is said to be the most

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different iaine, the liberty of fixing or of 
changing one’s abode has been recognis- 
ed, and every Japanese subject is now 
free to fix his residence, either permanent- 
ly or temporarily, to hire dwelling-places, 
or to engage in business, at any place 
within the boundaries of the territory 
of the Empire.” Assuming, even, that 
a law is duly enacted depriving Japan’s 
Chinese subjects in Formosa of the 
privileges enjoyed constitutionally by 
all the rest of her subjects, and thus 
excluding them from Japan _ proper, 
are we justified in believing that the 
development of Formosa can proceed 
satisfactotily with a mixed population of 
Chinese and Japanese, the former greatly 
preponderating? One must be very san- 
guine to .entertain any such hope. The 
Chinese have never coalesced with any 
people among whom they settled. They 
have invariably remained a race apart, 
segregating themselves in their own settle- 
ments and preserving their own costume, 
habits of life, and fashions of inter- 
course. They will not coalesce with the 
Japanese in Formosa: It is contrary 
to all experience to expect that the 
two peoples will combine harmoniously 
in developing the island’s resources. 
Moreover, the fact that much of the most 
productive land is already held, and that 
a major part of the best industries is al- 
ready monopolized, by the Chinese, will 
deter Japanese of enterprise and capital 
from-seeking to employ the former or 
invest the latter in theisland. If Formosa 
is to become what the world now expects 
it to become, and what Japan is bound to 
make it, not merely for the sake of the 
place itself but also for the sake of her own 

utation, the Chinese population ought 
to be eliminated as far as possible. The 

sent is the time for taking such a step. 
Every month that it is deferred adds to 
the difficulty. We can see nothing to 
prevent the Japanese Authorities from 
having the property of the Chinese duly 
assessed, and buying them out. The fifth

THE RESOURCES OF ¥APAN. 


RECENT number of the Kokumin-no- 
Zomo contains an interesting and ela- 
borate article on the above subject. It is 
well worth careful attention, on account 
of the valuable statistics it contains with 
reference to the remarkable development 
now taking place in every department of 
the national resources. Promising as is 
Japan’s career as a military power, her 
growth as a peaceful power, says our con- 
temporary, is still more promising. That 
she has been able to send out altogether 
nearly 300,000 troops, and spend over 150 
million yen, without the loan of asingle sen 
from abroad, without the slightest depre- 
ciation of her convertible notes, and with- 
out any disturbance (to the commerce and 
industries of the land, proves at once the 
soundness of her public finances and the 
‘extent of the country’s resources. 


The writer then proceeds to review, 
under separate headings, the progress 


made by Japan in the fields of commerce 


and industry. He begins with the growth 
of population, for, although population is 
not in itself wealth, it is one of the factors 
essential to the production of wealth, and 
its increase has, in this respect, important 
beatings upon the resources of a country.

The increase of population during the 
twenty-two years from 1872 (the date of 
the first official census), to 1893 inclusive, 
is shown in the following table :— 


Thus the obese ak this twenty-two 
year period was more than twenty-five 
per cent. During the same period, the 
increase of population in England was a 
little over twenty per cent., while in 
France, during the twenty years from 
1872 to 1891, it was barely over six per 
cent. 

Japan being in a state of transition from 
an agricultural to a manufacturing coun- 
try, it would not be strange were the 
cultivation of land left comparatively 
neglected. But in point of fact, consider- 
able improvements have been effected in 
this field also. The following figures re- 
late to the area of land under rice, barley, 
and wheat in the respective years named :—

During these fourteen years the area of 
land under rice increased 8.4 per cent. and 
that under barley and wheat 21.7 per cent. 
In order to estimate properly the signifi- 
cance of such increases, it must be borne 
in mind that land formerly devoted to the 
cultivation of these cereals has in many 
districts been converted into mulberry 
plantations and tea gardens, so that the 
work of reclamation has really been going 
on at a much more rapid rate than would 
appear from the above figures. 


The writer in the Kokumin then refers 
to the rise in the value of land as a sign 
of its improved productive capacity. The 
statistics quoted by him on this topic are 
too incomplete to be of any practical value, 
for he only mentions two isolated cases, 
namely, in Chiisagata Gun in the Province 
of Shinano, where a fan (about } of an 
acre) of land for the cultivation of mulberry 
trees, quoted at 30 yen in 1885, rose to 60 
yen in 1895; and in Omuta in the Province 
of Chikugo, where a ¢am of building ground, 
valued at 40 yem in 1885, rose in the suc- 
ceeding ten years to 160 yeu.

The tendency to utilize water power pro- 
mises to increase at astill more rapid rate 
in the next few years, there being at pre- 
sent a large number of projects for pressing 
into the service of industry the principal 
water-falls, lakes, and rivers. 

How fast Japan is being converted into 
a manufacturing country may be seen 
from the increasing importation of machi- 
nery of all sorts——machinery for mining 
purposes, for paper mills, for printing, for 
sawing, for tailoring, for spinning, for 
weaving, and so forth. The amount of 
money paid by Japan for imported electro- 
motor apparatus alone during the five 
years ending 1894, totalled 1,160,000 yen. 

The progress of the cotton spinning 
industry has been very remarkable. The 
increase of spindles has been as follows :-— 


Thus the rate of increase during nine 
years has been 1,014.6 per cent. It is 
expected that there will be an increase of 
about 100,000 spindles during the present 
year.

During twenty-three years, the increase 
of exports has been 666.1 per cent., that 
of imports, 448.4 per cent., and that of the 
total trade, 534 per cent. A noteworthy 
feature of the foreign trade during recent 
years, is the gradual increase in the ex- 
port of manufactured articles. During 
the five years from 1890 to 1894 inclusive, 
the export of manufactured articles nearly 
trebled, and that of half manufactured 
articles doubled, whereas the export of 
raw material made but slight increase.

It thus appears that during the past 
eleven years, the aggregate capital of the 
Bank of Japan, the Specie Bank, and the 
National Banks increased by 39.3 per 
cent. and the reserves of the same by 
742.1 per cent. In the case of private 
banks, the capital increased during the 
same period by 74.7 per cent. but the re- 
serves decreased considerably, which latter 
fact is accounted for by the conversion of 
the reserves into capital. At the end of 
the present year, the capital of the private 
banks, including the savings banks, had 
increased to 58,760,000 yen.

Thus the customs duties quadrupled in 
twenty-four years. In the case of the tax 
on sake, a mere comparison of figures at 
both extremes of the table does not convey 
a correct idea of the development of the 
brewing industry, for the rate of taxation 
underwent several modifications. The 
latest change occurred in 1882, when the

rate was increased to 4 yen per hoku. 
Since then the total tax collected shows 
an increase of to percent. The same ob- 
servation applies to the tax on tobacco, 
the rate of which was last modified in 
1888. During eight subsequent years, 
the yield of this tax increased by 14 per 
cent. As to the income tax, it was first im- 
posed in 1887, and in spite of great defects 
in the mode of ¢ollection, the yield has 
since increased 20 per cent. 

In conclusion, the writer offers a few 
observations on the present prosperous 
condition of his country. During the short 
period from January to the beginning of 
October of the present year, the following 
projected investments of money were 
announced :—

The present commercial and economical 
activity is sound and healthy, in the 
writer’s opinion, but he apprehends that 
the tendency may attain such dimensions 
as to involve a severe crisis. 

The essay concludes in the follow- 
ing strain :—‘‘ These statistics and state- 
ments may be incomplete in many re- 
spects, but they are not entirely without 
value as materials for forming an idea of 
the present economical position of the 
country, and for solving the problem 
whether or not Japan’s resources warrant 
her in entering upon a policy of expan- 
sion. Instead of being satisfied with 
merely contemplating the supposed great- 
ness of our shadow, we must coolly and 
accurately examine our actual stature by 
the application of a statistical measure. 
In endeavouring to impress 
our countrymen with a proper sense of 
their national resources, it is not our 
desire that they should be satisfied with 
the present degree of progress. The 
increased self-confidence that a survey of 
the country’s recent progress cannot fail to 
foster, should further stimulate the spirit 
of cntecprine and poventure.” 
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LETTERS FRO OM FORMOSA. 


From our SPSCIAL SOT WiTtH 
THe Japanese Army.) 


Taiwanfu, Formosa, Nov. 20th. 

There is a great deal of discussion regarding 
the method of escape adopted by Liu Yung-fu, 
the Black Flag Chief. It is stated by some that 
he was in the boiler-room of the Donglas steamer 
Thales, and was shoyelling coal with avengeance, 
when the Japanese made their rigid inspection ; 
that he was disguised as a woman and carried a 
baby at his breast, and when the Japanese ap- 
peared was endeavouring to give it food while 
the youngster yelled and kicked; that he was 
concealed in a box covered with coal, placed in 
one of the bunkers; and again that he did not 

0 in the Thales at all but was aboard a junk. 
hese are only a few of the many explanations 
offered for his mysterious disappearance. Op- 
portunely, I have at hand a letter, which I quote, 
from one of the leading Chinese of Amoy, who 
ossesses his own method of accounting for 
iu’sescape. “Liu Yung-fu escaped, “he says” 


from Anping on the 20th of last month by paying 
the captain nine thousand dollars, whereupon 
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he was concealed aboard the merchant ship 
Thales. Arriving at Amoy om the 22nd, he 
came at once to the Ho-sing-ho hotel, where he 
stayed three days, then, together with his son 
and about twenty-five officialé; he went through 
Chio-ma by land to Chang Clioo-foo, the capital, 
reaching there on the 27th a@@ quartering at the 
Ko-sing-quan hotel, The @wner discovering 
the identity of his famous g@est, notified all the 
VYaméns in the city of bis @rrival, and many 
leading officials called, but Lif refused to receive 
them. It seems that Liu’s Visit to this cily was 
to meet an old friend and Supporter, named 
Chia-chi-mung, a very wealthy man who owns 
much property in Formosa and formerly 
spent much time there; for immediately 
upon arriving a message wag Sent to this man, 
who came at once and was received. The 
two friends had a long conv@rsation regarding 
the recovery of Formosa ail@ the avenging of 
the deaths of the Chinese There. After the 
meeting, Liu left the city for Annam, going 
overland, and after a few Gays reached Can- 
ton. Five German men-of-war were in Amoy 
Harbour on September 21st. One of then: left 
and went to Quemoy, which is near Amoy, and 
after examining the island closely and making 
careful surveys, placed stakesand flags to mark 
the boundary of the territary they intended to 
turn into a settlement. Our Chinese officials, 
although informed of the progeedings, made no 
attempt to drive them away, nor would they 
even protest. The Germang informed us that 
many of the China ports Were going to be 
besieged by the European Countries al once, 
and that eventually China would be divided up 
among the foreigners. If titig is true what will 
our nation do? Indeed, China is in great 
danger! Will not Japan interfere and help us 
in our trouble?” & 

On the 14th, H.E. Viscount Takashima, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Arniy in Formosa, and 
Lieutenant-Governor of the island, left Tainan- 
fu with all his staff, and with his departure the 
Expeditionary Army as a wh@le ceased to exist. 
General Nogi’s Second Division will remain to 
garrison the southern part of the island, and so 
long as active operations ar¢ needed at the out- 
posts or occupied stations, their rule will be su- 
preme at such places. At the main towns or 
cities the Prefects and Sub-prefects have taken 
charge, and will act so long as there is no call for 
military interference, but tie nmamerous minor 
civil officials, who will be eventually distributed 
over the country, have not been appointed yet, 
and will not be until all military occupation has 
ceased, . 

As soon as the telegraph line is constructed 
to the South of the Island, é.4, to the South Cape 
Light, and meteorological information can be 
obtained speedily, a great boon will be conferred 
on mariners, and hosts of other interested per- 
sons, for then approaching typhoons can be 
rapidly reported all over the sufrounding seas 
and places by the Observatories at Shanghai and 
Hongkong. This has been long desired, and 
urged on the Chinese but, of Course, with no 
result, beyond perhaps derisive wonder. 

There seems to be some ifouble in the Cus- 
toms at Anping. This is admittedly from no 
want of goodwill on the part of the officials, 
who, on the contrary, the forgign merchants in- 
form me, seem most anxioug to do all they pos- 
sibly can, but as they have adopted the old 
Chinese tariff and regulations both in Anping 
. and Taipeh-fu, which are quite new to them, they

Mr. Ota, of bse who is interested in 
placing this profitable resource in the hands of 
his countrymen, arranged with a leading fisher- 
man who engaged over 60 men with 12 boats. It 
was the intention to convey these people and

a practical illustration of what may be safely 


their boats to Formosa on board a transport, 
but upon learning this, these hardy fishermen 
made a decided objection, considering the pro- 
position a slight upon their ability as sailors, 
and requested permission to make the voyage 
in their own boats. The little fleet of 12 boats, 
the smallest 25 feet and the largest 40 feet in 
lenght, piloted by a veteran fisherman who 
had been chosen Commander, sailed away 
from their native village near Shimonoseki on 
the 13th of October, at 1 p.m. At eight in the 
evening of the same day they arrived off the 
island of Tsushima, which is to the westward of 
From thence to Okinawa,  Loochoo 
Group, occupied two days and one night, and 
Yayeyama was reached two days and one night 
after. From Yayeyama to Kelang, Formosa, their 
destination, one day and one night, and the 12 
boats arrived in harbour together. Thus only five 
days and three nights were occupied in sailing 
800 miles, which for such craft as fishing boats is 
exceedingly good work. This is the actual sail- 
ing time, as stoppages of several days were made 
at each of the Loochoo islands named, and it 
was eighteen days from the date of departure 
in Japan before they arrival at Kelung. Only 
a common pocket compass and a roughly 
drawn chart were possessed by the commander, 
who depended more upon his knowledge of the 
direction of the currents, which were watched 
very closely, than observation of anything else. 
The wind was not feared, although it blew very 
strongly when nearing Formosa, and the sea was 
exceedingly rough, bat the currents, which run 
very strongly to the north of Formosa, caused 
them some apprehension, The little craft were 
fitted with three masts, carrying sails 3, 6, and 
8 to g feet wide. When the wind was very 
strong and the sea rough the small sail only was 
used, this being set forward, but when the wind 
was fair and steady every stitch was spread. 
Ou their arrival they were cordially welcomed 
by the Japanese, and the Governor presented 
200 yen to be distributed among them. Six 
of the boats remained in Kelung, and the 
arrival from them of 5,000 pounds of fish at 
Taipeh-fu one day this week, shows that they are 
not idle and. that fish are plentifal. On the 
arrival of the other six boats at Tamsui, to en- 
gage in the fisheries there, the 36 men compris- 
ing the crews were publicly thanked and com- 
plimented by Mr. Kitamura, of the Civil Depart- 
ment, on behalf of his chief, Mr. Okubo, who 
was then absent.. During his remarks he said ; 
“We in Tamsui were previously informed of your 
intention to make this trip, and while admiring 
your courage, we, knowing the roughness of the 
sea to the north of this island, feared for your 
safety. But, yesterday, when we saw your boats 
sailing into the harbour and recognized their 
familiar form, we cheered your safe arrival. Be- 
sides an exhibition of your skill and courage, as 


accomplished in small boats, your trip is 
of great value. May your efforts at the 
Formosa fisheries be as successful as your 
trip from Japan, which has given your native 
province reason to be proud of you, and caused 
all to admire your bravery.” 


The three-masted ship /nahe Maru, which 
was totally wrecked in Kelung harbour on 
the 12th was owned by the Yusen Kaisha and 
chartered by the Government, upon whom the 
loss will fall. She was of 440. gross tonnage, 
but was old and of not much value... Her.cargo

factions to obtain the much covetied distinction. 
It is feared that the disappointment and chagrii 
of the unsuccessful parties may place serious 
obstacles in the path of the smooth conduct o!

tonnage dues of vessels or on imports and exports. 

It will be a pleasant duty always to 
obey the instructions of my superior officer,but when the Con- 
suls of the United States receive such small compensation, as 
compared with the Consuls of other leading nations,1 submit 
that 4 liberal construction of laws rvlating to their compensa- 


tion would be received with encouragement and appreciation.

It is true that it was reported that 
the Kiang-yin Magistrate had been degraded, but to relieve,as 
a@lleged,the Chinkiang Taotai from paying the assessment for dam- 
ages done the American Mission,the Magistrate was reinstated, 
and this gave him the opportunity to tax the laborers of his 
district to pay an assessment for a violation of law,which with 
due diligence and prompt discharge of his official duty,he 
could have prevented;and it is this Kiang-yin Magistrate who, 
after being degraded and then reinstated,is allowed to preside 
at the trial,and whose report of the finding is the basis of 
the Consul’s and the Taotai's report: 

If th@Magistrate was gailty at all, 
he should have been promptly and finally removed,for we can 
only look to the Government of China~--not to individual, offi- 
cials--for the proper redress of wrongs dome American citizens. 
I do not think a different policy would be safe. to have the 
Magistrate removed and then assent to his reinstatement was 
reasonably accepted by the Chinese in justification of the Mag-

NO. 24,0f Feb, 24th, with reference to the Postal system China 
proposes to inaugurate,I have the honor to submit that while 
I fully appreciate the wish of our Consul at Chefoo in protee~ 
ting American interest,I do not share his evident alarm of the 
danger to that interest by China entering the Postal Union. 

Whatever tends to make China more civ- 
ilized will certainly be promotive of American interest,for 
China will then be better orepares to recognige: our superior 
civilization,and will doubtless be more inelined than ever to 
turn to us;and to be ad@magtddas a member of the Postal Union 
China will thus be placed in touch with the civilized world by 
an Agency that will reach every corner of her vast empire. 

The inauguration of any new system 
or polity is naturally attended with inconveniences, but these 
in time are removed,and my information is that every effort is 
being made by China not only to enlarge but to render more prom 
pt and certain her mail facilitiés,. 

; I have not received a word of complaint 
from any of the akximr consuls in China,except QGonsul Fowler. 
They appear to have made satisfactory arrangements with the lo- 
cal authorities as well as the Customs officers at their res~- 
pective ports, but it appears impossible to please Consul Fowler. 
My postal clerk,Mr.Rufus Bastlack,has resided in China over 
thirty years,and is regarded as one of the best business men at

Roberg S.Chilton,Jr.,Chief of the Consular Bureau,arrived here 
on Saturday the 20th,and was received by me. Me .Ghilten lea- 
ves to-morrow for Japan,and during his stay here all courte- 


sies merited by his official position have been extended, ~-a 


pleasure enhanced by his agreeable personal qualities. 


Soon afterthe arrival of Mr.Chilton 

I said to him 1 would be glad if he would make the most thor- 
ough investigation of this Consulate General,and to frankiy 

state to me any irregularities he might detect in conducting 

the business,and as frankly his opiniong;that I fully understood § 
the object of his visit and had instructed the subordinates of 
the Consulaté General to answer in the fullest detail every in- 
quiry he might make of them,as he was acting in the interest of 

a service of which we were members and desired to perfect. I 


feel that Mr.Chilton feaeaknz believes my instructions have been 


obeyed by my subordinates in spirit and in letter. 1 have placed | | 


before him every facility at my command for the most thorough 
investication,and the discussion of such points as have arisen 
dur ing the same have been mutually candid. It now seems pro- 
per for me to submit to the Department some of these points, 
a Mr. Chilton is of the opinion that my 
numbers in answer to the Department's inquiries with reference 
to the salaries of the subordinates were not clearly responsive. 1

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william Dulaney Hunter ,Consular Clerk, in charge of the Consu- 
late General,with the rank of Viee Consul General. On the af- 
ternoon of the day of my arrival I invited Mr.tunter to take 
tea with me in my room,and during the conversation he remarked 
that he would "hand over" the office to me the next day. 1 
answered that if the quarter wanted ten or fifteen days of 

being ended he could go on,as I had been travelling for several 
weeks and needed rest,and that he might have some social obliga~ 
tions to discharge. Mr.tHunter replied that #@han he wea, about 
the middle of the quarter,and that my telegram to him announ- 


cing my arrival at YYkohama and giving the name of the steamer 


on which I would sail for Shanghai had prepared him for my com- 


eo that he was ready,at any time,to “turn over" the office. 


I then asked if my exequatur had been received;he answered no, wt 
that I could have the local authority to recognize me,but to 
this I said that I would not enter upon the duties of the of- 
fice unless recognized by the Central Government, but in the 
meantime we would prepare the usual notifications and sign them, 
leaving the date blank,and when the Legation informed me of the 
grant ing of my exequatur,the date could be inserted and the no- 
tices sent out;and this was done, The noticecand inventory 
both signed by Mr.H¥nter and myseif are parts of the records 
of this office,and have been shown to WMr.Chilton. As 1 entered 
upon the duties of my office 1 remarked to Mr.tHunter that he 
as he was a@ trained Consular officer I would thank him to di- 
rect my attention to any irregular ity that might come to his 
notice or that he might hear of in connection with this Consu- 
late General ; that the civil government of the port of Shanghai 
was confused and complex,and that it was necessary for me to 


study the port and municipal and court regulations pertaining 


to the criminal and civil features thereof to equip dyseif for 
an intelligent discharge of my duties;that- even in our own 
Consulate General the State, Judiciary and Post office Repartmen- 


to were all represented, and all were independent and governed 


by 


--3-2 
by independent regulations and laws;that in addition to such a 
division of duties,in our own Consulate General,there were two 


municipal councils,two police forces,two mixed courts,the native 


courts,the court of consuls and the consular body,and a land 
office for the registration of deeds and leases,which was kept 
in each Consulace General for the convenience of foreigners. I 
am particular in stating the above particulars to show that 
the Consulate General was regularly taken over by me as pres~ 
cribed by the Regulations,and that I endeavored to form at the 


outset an idea of the scope of my multifarious duties;and they 


are such as pertain to no other Consulate General in the world. 
I had been in office but a short time 
before the Int erpreter,Walter S.Emens, tendered his resignation. 


Mr.Emens had been Interpreter for about eight years,and was Lams 


familiar with the eonsular business,and not knowing where to 
find a successor, 1 requested him to reconsider his resignation 
until one suitable could be found,whieh he did. 

There came with me,from my State,the 
present Vice Consul General,l.Erwin Avery,and it was my inten- 
tion to nominate Mr.Avery for clerk of this Consulate General 
and to entrust him with the management of the Postal Agency,with 
the pay allowed for Clerkankp hire in that Department, but on 
my arrival 1 saw that a most competent officer,Rufus F.Eastlack, 


was clerk of the Consuléte General and,as such,in charge of the 


shipping office,and was managing the Postal Agency,and,also, that 
the shipping office and the post office were the most minute in 
@etail and difficult to fill of any office in the Consulate 

General,and should remain in charge of an experienced officer, aa 
and — declined to jeopardize the public service by recommending 


any change. There was nothing to prevent me from recommending A 


changgbut my first consideration was for the efficiency of the ser- 


aba, 


vice ane this was strong enough to enable me to resist the temp- 
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tation of nominating Mr.Avery,who was informed of the situation 


@nd acquiesced in it. It may be stated here that the amount 


allowed 
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allowed the Postal Clerk of this Postal Agency is twelve hun~ 
‘eared dollars;that it was first allowed while Judge Denny was ow 
Consul General here,and, since @llowed,it has been expended by 
the Postal Clerk as he deemed best,to enable him to expedige 
the opening and delivery of the mails» Such has been the prac- 
tige under all ny predecessors from Judge Denny,and was the pra 
tice when I entered upon my duties. In my opinion it is best ff 
for the Postal clerk to dispose of the fund as indicated. If 

he wants to keep it,let him do s0,and if he wents to eniploy 
assistance, that, too,may be optional and it seems that it would 
be unnecessary for the Postal Clerk to require from every one 
he may pay a dollar or fifty dollars to sign a voucher. ine law 
says that the money is his,and his voucher,under the cireum- 
stances, would be a bar bis: sing other claim to that particular 
fund. He should also sign the voucher voluntarily and as vol- 
untarily expend the money,and so far 2s I know this has also 
been the practice. 

Soon after I informed Mr.Avery that the 
administration of the shipping office and the post office were 
too difficult and respomsible for a new man to undertake to 
fill,he informed me that he had decided to study Chinese under 
Mr,.Emens,and — said that the office of interpreter was of a 
mone permanent character and that I would nominate him for 
it if he proved an efficient student. Mr.Avery and Mr.Emens 
occupied the same office, the office where the business of the 
Land @ffice and Interpreter are conducted, and at the time Mr. 
Avery was visiting Mr.Bmens at his house,saying that he meant 
- to learn Chinese,and that as Mr” Emens intended to resign I un- 
derstood he was paying Mr.Avery a part of his salary to re- 
lieve him,Mr.Emens,of the more onerous portion of his work. 
Mr.Emens did not consult me on the subject. What he did was 
entirely voluntary both in signing for ahd disposing of his sal- 
ary.

er words the Compradore is our stati. officer,receiving and 
paying 
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paying out all money on expense and salary accounts as may be 
required. When the receipts af the Consulate General are in- 
sufficient to meet expenses at the end of a quarter exchanges 
are drawn according to the Regulations,negotiated at the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation and the proceeds deposi-~ 
ted with the Gompradore. At the end of the quarter each of- 
ficer of the Consulate General signs his respective voushers, dis 4 
poses of what may be due him in any way he wishes,and keeps his 


own private account with the Compradore also to suit his plea-

Compradore gives a bond,there is safety in the plane I do not 
know how my subordinates keep their private accounts.

I have had the honor to receive De- 
partment's circular of July the 29th,enclosing copies of the 
tariff of United States Consular fees prescribed by the Pres- 
ident in Executive Order of July 27th, which is republished in t 
the circular. 

Until Congress passes a law enabling 
the Department to pay our Consuls proper salaries,the President 
is just to the Consular service in doing what he can to make 
suitable provisions for it in restoring such fees as have here- 
tefere been allowed as unofficial Yana any complaint on that 
line is fully answered by the acne need of the service. 

The President might make another or- 
der abolishing the undignified feature of requiring Consuls to 
pay part of the rent of the Consular building when any part may 
be occupied by them for private use. If the rent allowed is s 
sufficient to secure a building large enough for Consular pur- 
poses,with a few rooms to spare,and the rooms should be conve - 
nient forthe private use of the Consul,he should be allowed to 
occupy them without charge. 

There is not a British Consul in China 
who does not receive a larger salary than our Consul General 
at Shanghai;and the British Government always furnish British 
Consuls with a home free, Such is the policy of other govern- 
ments, Our Consul General at Shanghai should receive not less 
than $8,000.28 year,and when our @onsuls are properly paid then 
all fees should be returned to the Government.
